Hat there is no greater comfort 
to man, then perfit Loue to be 
maintaincd one with theother, 
there is few or none, but hauing 
Chriſtian charity,can teſtific: for 
87|| belidcs the preſtriptrule of God 
=== which commaundcth wee loue 
one another, it bringeth ſuch contentment to the 
minde, that there can be no Iewelk of fo rare and

. Phe Bing of 
high efteeme, us the p:rfit loue of friends. Ho 
many great Potentates haue, in their inwarde 
choughts, preferred the loue of ſome eſpeciall one 
in their pleaſures to ſolace with, and in their coun. 

ſels to participate with in all paſſions both of body 
' and minde,to be as a ſecond (clfec ! 

Such is the effe&t of Loue, that many have 
hazzarded life, and what cuer the carth did af- 
foord them in theyr loue, to make it knowne.

Oh rare louc, oh kinglyand royall preſident for 
all pzople to note, what hath happencd fince the 
ſixteenth of Tuly now laſt paſt,the day of this fa;nous 
King of Denmarks firſt arriuall in Tilbery Hope, where 
he wasentertayned, and brought from his Ship with 
his chicfe delight our dread Soucraigne, and the 
Prince, louingly welcomed by the Queene and 
States, and ioyfully receyued by all their SubieCts, 
who with duty and zeale, made it knowne in all the 
beſt manner ſoſhorttime would giue leaue; yer ſuch 
It was, as his Priacely minde was mitch delighted in 
the ſame, and no doubt doth applaude this hono- 
rable Citie, both for beavwtic, wealth, aad pleaſure 2 
a moſt excelientnote and honorable appearance of 
nis gracious acceptance of their loues ſhewed, may 
be gathered, by his ſodaine and(ilent comming a- 
eainc in perſon to view the ſtate of chis Citie, and 
rare monuments thereof, who haaiog ſcene it the 
laſt of Luly in all royaltic , the Citizens in their 
rich attyre, the houſes garniſhed, and ſuch mul- 
titudes of prople of all eſtates, in this manner en- 
luing came to view 1t, 

The next day being Friday, and the firſt of Au- 
guſt, this royall King, knowing the zcale and loue 
otour Nation, whole loyaltic heneede not diſtruſt, 
accompanyed with the Earles of Nottingham, Su. 
(ex, and others, in their Coaches came to-S. Paules 
Church, where he walked, and viewed the ſame, 
anitromtheace, torhe top of the Steeple, where he

tooke much delight to behold the beautious ſcitual 
tion of London, the pleaſant Garders and Fields 
adioyning, the richnes of the Thawes, ſo furniſhed 
with Ships of great countenance and worth, as he 
graciouſly applauded the excellency thereof. But 
amongſt all other things,he admired moſt, when the 
noble men accompanying him, did report the being 
of a Horſe vpon that place, comming vpſucha way 
of great danger and ſobye, that he tooke yery good 
notice thereof, and wonderfully did admire the 
lame, 

From thence he tooke his Coach with his com- 
any, and paſſed on to the Exchange, viewing the 
cauty of Cheape-(ide, and the riches of the inha= 

bitants, the Goldſmiths, Mercers ,and other wealthy 
trades, all the way ſetting their commodities tofale : 
A ſight which may delightany Prince in the world 
to bchold, 

To grace this Royall Exchange, ſo named by our 
late Royall Queene, his Grace walked round about 
the Pawne aboue,and viewed with great pleaſure the 
ſame, Then came hee to the Marchants walkes bes 
neath, where it was told his Highnefle the maner 
of our Marchants,andthe houres of their mectings, 
where from all Countreys there was dayly newes to 
be heard by one meanesor other 3 Heerethey make 
great exchanges of their Marchandize, make their 
rraftike to forraigne Countreyes, ſhip their men for 
ſeruice; ſo that their greateſt affayres were cucry day 


twice there effeted,

There-hence proccede they by Cornchill, Gra 
cious ſtreete,and Fanchurch,to the Tower of Lon- 
don,where our gracious Soueraigne,his deare eſte» 
med Brother King James, met his Highneſle, and 
with-Kingly welcomes entertayned him, and in 
his owne perſon coaduRted him to the offices of the 
Jewell houſe, Wardrope, of the Ordinance, Mint, 
and other places, where, to their Kingly preſence, 
in the lewell houſe were preſented the moſt rare 
and richeſt Iewels, and beawrtitull Plate, forbat he 
might well wonder thereat,but cannot truly prayſe, 
or eſtimate the valew thereot by many thouſands of 
pounds. 

The like in the Wardrope, where, for rich 
Robes,beler with ſtones ofgreat price,faire and pre» 
cious Pearle and Gold, were {uch, as no King in the 
world might compare ; Beſides the rich furniture 
of hangings, cloathes of eftates, Cuſhioas, Chaires, 
and Kingly furniture for his Palaces, as may cauſe 
much admiration, and bring great content to the 
bcholders 

But paſsing then on to the office of the Ordi- 
nance, he well viewed the warlike proviſion of the 
On, which at an houre isready for any 
eruice tobe commaunded, Ouer euery peece the 
Ladles and Spunges hang to lade them withall : 
andthe Traces and Collors tor the Horſes to draw 
them away, when they ſhallneed toſerue. 

.Thearmory and ſtore of ſmall ſhot ſo wel main- 
tained and Lepr, the numbers ready fitted of all wh

bf Muskets, Caliuers, Pctronels, Dags, and other 
ſcruiceable wea as Pikes, Halbards, Targets, 
Sheclds of ſundry faſhions, for varietic, antiquitie 
of the things, and the relating of their vſcs, did make 
him with great and honorable admiration to behold 
themall very well, and commend them. 

Thele rare, rich, and moſt admirable pleaſant 
fights ouer-gone,their Maicſties aſcend tothe Mint, 
which they viewed, and from thence tothe Lyons, 
and other wilde beaſts there kept and maintained for 
his Highneſle pleaſures and paſtimes, all kingly de- 
lights, and ſuch varietic, as I thinke the world can» 
not bring in one Countrey more ſtore, as it hath bin 
noted by many great Traucllers,who haue ſeencthe 
greateſt Courts of the world. 

From this place, as they went to take their Barges, 
the King of Denmarke walkeda turne or two vypon 
the Tower Vhatfe, viewing the rich and foreible 
Ordinancethere placed, whereof there was no ſmall 
ſtore, as his Maicltie might wellremember, by the 
honorable peale was made him the day before, at 
their ſetting forwards from the Tower, to goe 
through the Citic, 

When their pleaſures were well'delighted with 
theſe ſhowes, the Tide ſeruing to ſhoote the Bridge, 
they tooke their Barges, and were rowed to his 
Maieſtics Houſe, White Hall, At their going from 
the VVharfe, an honorable peale of great Ordinance 
was diſcharged, the Officers vſing great diligence 
and forelight, aud the __ applying themiclues 

3 very 
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The King of 
very paynefully for the performance thereof, the 
time being ſo ſhort, as truly they did all deſerue great 
commendations. 

This day brovght with honor to end, they repoſe 
theimſeluces this night, and in the morning very 
earely, being Saturday, they hunted inthe Parke gf 
Saint James, and killed a Bucke, 

Then paſſed they onto Hyae Parke, where they 
hunted with great delight, ſpending thereſt of the 
forenoone in following their paſtime, and abour 
the time of dinner returned, andthere dyned; and 
about foure a clocke, their Barges being by com- 
maundement ready at the Priuy ſtayres, they went 
by waterto Greenewitch, 

The next day, being Sunday, her Maieſty was 
churched, tothe great ioy of allthe beholders, the 
ewo Kings being preſent at that time, where they 
heard alcarned Sermon, 

: This day they ſolace in their priuate dclites, 
the Kingly Brothers, the Queene, Prince, and 
Noblcs of both Realmes, ſhewing by all the meanes 
they. can, their loues, by vatiety of delight to be. 
onile time, and bidthem welcome. 

On Munday,the fourth day of Auguſt,the Queene, 
who had not beene partaker of any their Kingly 
ports, accompanyed their Royall perſons, and the 
Prince, who were attended on by rhe Nobility, 
and gallant Courtycrs,at which time, their ſport was 
rorunatthe ring;in following which,they ſpend that 


afternoone, where ſundry of the yoang Noblemen 
prooucd 


Denmwark: fartwel, 


prooued their skill at that exerciſe, but none exceld 
his Maicſty, and the Denmarke King,at whoſe geod 
ſucceſle the Queene was very much delighted, and 
tooke great pleafure therein, 

The next day, bring the ſolemne obſervation ef 
his Maicſtics thankſgiujng for freeing his Highnefle 
from the treacherous \praftifes of the Gowyyes, the 
forcnoone ot that day they ſpent in thankefulnes to 
God, whereof his Mxteſtie hath a moſt religious 
and zealous care. The atternvon*,for thoir delight, 
were the Beares and Bulls broughr, in which (port 
ſome time was ſpent, but made the (horter, by rea- 
ſon of the honorable exerciſe of Tilting ; the Lords 
and Courtiers being readie armed, vpon notice 
giuen them, repayred to the Tile-yard, cuery one 
with his ſcucrall deuice, moſt gallaatly mounted, 
- andrichly armed, 

To honor this royall preſence the more, the 
King of Denmarke armed very rich, and mounted 
on 2 molt ſtately Courler, cameto the Tilt, and ran 
cight courſes, the firſt foure with the Lord of Ef. 
hgam, who brake their ſtaues moſt gallantly, three 
apecce, and foyled the other. Then the noble and 
moſt towatd Earle of Arundellranne with his Ma- 
ieſtie of Denmarke, and brake three (taucs apeect, 
to the great ioy of all the beholders, Then follo- 
wed the reſt of the Tilters as they were appoyn- 
red, ſogallantly behaving themſelues, as was both 
honorable and delightfull rothat moſt gracious and 
royall companie. Night growing vpon them, they 
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The King of 
wereenforced to giue ouer their ſport, where,taking 
their humble leaues of the rwo , theQueene, 
and Prince, they left the Tilt yard, and being va« 
armed, returned to the Court, where, beſides for- 
mer graces, and fauonrs ſhewed them by all their 
royall perſons, they receiued many thanks, and ſo 
ſpent the reſk of the euening in other delightfull 
ſport, till time of night called them to reſt, 

Ac this honorable exerciſe, the towardand moſt 
hopcfull Prince ſhewed himſelte in his Armour, 
becing gallantly mounted, and a hart as powerfull 
as any, though that his youth denyed ſtrength. For 
this dayes exerciſe, all the Maſters of Defence and 

rofeſfors therof,were fummond with their weapons 
eo ſhewtheir skill, rhatthe King of Denmarke mighe 
ſce the manner of our fight, and the varictic of 
weapons praQiſed for mens defence, as well in pri. . 
vate quarrels, as their Countries ſeruice : but the 
time oucrſlipt, the Challenger Fenccrs, whenthey 
had marched with their Drums and Ancicats aboug 
the Tilt yard,departed, 

Thenext morning, the King of Denmarke being 
deſirous to ſee ſome of their practiſe, they which 
werereadic inthe Towne, having warning to giue 
their atcendance, in the morning early repaircd to 
the Tiltyard, and there, in preſence of the two 
Kings, many ofthe Nobilitieand Courtiers,hewed 
both manhood and skill, wherein the Kings tooke 
great pleaſures, and gauc them Kingly thanks and 
fauouts,

This ſport was made more ſhort, by reaſon of the 
Kinges going frum Court, to fee our Kinges bloules 
neerelt Londen, and to huntin their Parkes : Aftcr 
they had broken their taſtes, they ſet forwarde with 
theur Traynes io Richmonde; there that nizht they hun« 
red,ad |iy :and the next day dynced at Hampron court, 
and there hunted, and killed Deare, with great plea- 
ſures : And iurely the King of Denmarke was very 
much delighted, with the gailantneſle of theſe royall 
Pa'laccs o! "ns Marcſties 3 as dis appeare by his carncft 
notung of them, and often Lecounting of their pas 
tunes i 211d pleaſures, 

Fromthence, they procecded to Windſore 5'v _ 
he wascntertayned by the K'ny, moſt royally : beer 
was preſcuted yato him, the Knghes of Winaſoes 
beeing all goodly Gentlemen, an4 luch as had terued 
Quecae Elizabeth in her Warres ; and for ſeruice 
done,preterred un their latter yeares, to this place of 
reſt : and are called by name ot, King lames Knightes of 

Windſore. 

T hcſe goodly auncievt Gentlemen, becing in their 
Roabes of Purple ard Scarler, with the Garter, and 
Saint Georges Crofle vpo., chem, 

VW hich goodly, and charuable maner, when the 
King of Denmarkc was polleft withall, ancithe orc of 
their fiſt toundation,and continuance, the King bug bly 
commended the Foun ter, and in charre wiſh, the 
ſucceſſors co the worides end, might contruc fo hono- 
rable an ation as that: whereof, by Gods grac*, there 
fs zo dou, his Miicltic from his firſt commin=

| Raving fo graciouſly and moſt bountifully fhewed his 


zeale to that honorable aftion, by adgmenting their 


. portions, which were poſleſt of thoſe places, 


Long did they not make ſtay in Windſor, by reaſon 
that the time began to ſhorten, for the King of De#- 
markes departure 5 wheretore atter ſome time ſpent in 
hunting, they mac their rerurne to the Court at 
Greenwich, where her- Maicſlic lay: and on Fryday, 
the eight of Auguſt there ar1uced,and fo reſtedtill Mong 
dav following. 

Thenexc morning then, being Saterday the ix. of 
Auguſt, the tyde ſerutog fit for their purpoſe, this gra» 
cious and royall King of Denmarke, being vow to take 
his farewell of thoſe he helde in eſtceme; with great 
curteſie, and many thankes, to thoſe of the Counſell, 
and Nobiicic, which ſtaycd from following the King; 
hee gaue them a Princely and moſt lowing farewell : 
and fo of many others of Honour and Worſbp, with 
many rich aj bountifull Rewardes to the Officers of 
the Kinges Houſlchold,and Guarde, | 

Which done, the Rarges 2iuing their attendance, 
theſe two Royall Kinges,the Queene.and Prince Hen- 
ric,came ab.rde thay and were rowed by all induſtes 
xous meanes downe the Riner of Thames, lo low as 
Nor#h-fle:te, or there aboutes 5-where they had their 
Trayncattc+.ding, .and their Coaches: to paſſed chey 
onthg way to Rocheſter, leaning the way 30 Graweſend: 
all the way followed with ſuch numbers of pe-ple, as 
well from London, as other piaccs, that it yas to be

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Time hath broughtthem neare the Citie of Reaches 
Fer; where they are mer with the Mayor and Bretheren 
of the Cirie, who with reucrence, deltucred his Mace

fame, and redeliuered itcoche Mayor, willing himto 
keepe it, and to vie it with Tuſtice, as betote : Which

Barlow : and the Qaceue & Prince to their Lodgings, 
which-wereall (cucrall, 


Thenext day,being Sunday, which Holy appoynz 
ted day of the Lord, their Maicſties came to the Ca» 
thedrali Church che Colledge,where they heard a moſt 
Icariied Sermon, by a teucrende grauc and learned 
DPoRor. 

The Sermon en.ed,their Dinners prepared aburde 
the Shipp*s, and their Boates aad Barges attcading 
them. Thcy ſctte torwardes to the VVaters fidc, 
where cucry Officer m his place, icrued : the Righr 
Honourable. Earic of Netringham Lord High Admy+ 
rai beerag preſent, Sir Kebers <AManſell, Sir 10 

tenor and others. 

The King bad a Note delivered him, coptayning 
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the names of every Shippe, what burthen they wears, 
and what Munition and Men they had : which Note, 
| bis Highnes obſcrued, an1 viewed encry Shippe as 
1 they rowed alongſt, keeping their way, vnrill th 

| came to the Shippe, prepared tor them to dine: which 
Shippe was perfumed with {weete and pleafaunt Per- 
fame, and haoged with Clothof Golde all the fides 
within : wherein three Chaires of Eſtates was placed, 
for theewo Kinges,and Queene, 

The dinner was furniſhed with all kinde of Daintie 
prouiſion, in ſuch aboundant manner, that the King of 
Denmarke warueyled where ſuch tore of meate ſhou'd 
be drefl:d : And to fee the manner of it, his Maicltie 
| tooke occa(i9n, after dinner, to goe vppon a ſpacious 
Gallarie made vpon Lighters,berwcene the two royal 
Sh:ppes the E/:Zabeth /onas,and the White Beare 3 neere 
ll which two Shippes, ridde a great Hulke, which was 
i furniſhed with Ouens for Baked meates; and had1nir 
three faire Ranges to roaſt with : all which, his Maicſhe 
i in perſon faw; and thorowout that Shippe, weat trom 

place to place, notiug eucry room?. 

Theumepalsng away, the Kinges tooke their Bar 
g*5,4ccompanied with the Qzec ac,Pri ince,and Noble- 
m2-n;.0:1 rowed on towardes Charthars, where they 
baft2zht ofallthe Shippes: which wererich in Anci- 

__ eates, Pendants , Hagges, an'\ Screamers : and withall, 
f> turniſhed with gooJdly Men, 2s might ioy their 
Miicltics co beholde s Ali which, made fo gloriousa

W hen their Maiefties had viewed the whole Fleete, 
they were rowed to thefhore ; where on a Hill, very 
conuenicnt,they might ouer-looke the whole Navie, 
thete was ordayned places for them : VV hen being (ca- 
ted, ard the word given, euery Shippe, in their due 
courſe, diſcharged orderly their whole Ordinaunce,in 
ſuch order and forme, the one Shippe after the other, 
as was greatly plcafing:to their Maicſties 3 and gayned 
great credite to the Gunners, perfor:nets of that 
{cruice, The great Shot then diſcharged,was two thou- 
ſand three hundred, beſides the Health at dinner;which 
was begun with Shot,and anſwered, 

This welcome moſt Honorably performed, the 
Kings gaue the Lord high {@myrall, and the Offi 
ccrs thankecs, for their paines, ani care taken herein, 
and returned to Kocheſter, to their Lodgings.

Thenext morning, being Monday, and the xi. of 
Auguſt,the Kings,the Queene,and Prince, with their 
traynes, (ct forwarde towardes Graweſexd, by the way 
ſo followed with people, as was wonderfull, and did 
wakerhetrayne of Covrticrs a.\mire : yea,fuch was the 
mulricude ot people, Londoners, & cthers, which came 
to Rocheſter, chat thou'ands could get no lodginges, Or 
meate (or their money, 

Thc time hath brought theſe Royal! perfons,neere to 
the Towne ot Graveſeud, where the Fort Recuc ofthe

ſented them ſelues ro his Maieſtie, and offered bis Of 
fice-ynto his Highncfle: which graciouſly accepted the

at whoſe comming, they were ſaluced with a mightie 
peale ef Ordinaunee trom the King of Denmarkes Ad- 
myrall,and ſo from all che reit of his Fleete : who bas 
ving finiſhed, the two Block-houles of Tylberie and 
Grauesend began; and thundered ſuch a Folye of Shot, 
as was highly ro be commended, 

Aborde the Royal! Shippe ofthe DenmarkeAings, 
aretheſe Prences goac; where a molt hartic welcome 
they receaue,and great cheare, The Ordinaunce often 
times diſcharging,vpon Healthes toall Friends : which 
Ordinaunce was an{wered by our two Block-houſcs 
in ſuch order,as dclarues commendations, 

Aſter cinner,the Gunners of the King of Deamarks 
Shippes, ſhewed thetr care deuiſes of Fire-workes: 
the beautie of which was not to be 1eene, by reaſon of 
the brightnefle of the Sunne,which drmmed the lame, 

Dinner eadcd, and theryde (which Rayerh not) ſer= 
uing to goc tor Loudon, our gracious King, & Queene 
having brought bus kingly Bretherto b1s @wne Shipp, 
from wheace he brought hin, after maiy kinde Aducs 
run on cucry 4c, as well by tbe Princes, as their 

oble trayne, they commeande his Maicitie to Gods 
proteRion, and heartily with his fateric in his owne 
Countrey : which ſolcmane farewells accompliſhed, 
the King, Quecac, and Prince, tooke heir Barges ts 
gene for the Courr, leaving the Kung of —

Gods pleaſure, cn fon of the Winds wh fv? 
aker them, a token ot Princely love, in the thundering 
noyle otall the Ordinaunce all ohne, Þ

wardstq be given toall Offices of his Maieftics Houſes 
holde : which, as it is ſayd, was moſt bouncifull. And 
for other places, aborde the Shippes to the Maiſters, 
like Rewardes.. 


Thug haueT recounted intwo ſeuerall Pamphlets, 
the whole Diſcourſe, and royall Entertainement of this 
moſt Royall King : whoſe pleaſures, and great wel; 
comesin all places,no Prince but may admire. 

And moR worthely was the louc of all men beſtas 
wed on his Highoeſſe, for all courtefic and louing fa- 
uoures might be cxſpeed from a King of his magnifi- 
ECnCe,was NOX manly in him; as bis gracious counte= 
naunce ſheveed in all places, BeſJes which,it hath yery 
ſeldowe,. or neuer been ſcene, 1o- many 'Straungers 
togeathers in this Lande, fo well gaucrned, and fo 
Kindly vied : Such was his Pripcely care of them, 
and our Nation, tor breeding of quarrells by any c# 
his people, thato. all other Vices, their charge was to 
keepe thera trom beeing druncke: and withall, in- 
fed vpponthem a heuy puniſbmear, for any that 
ſhould oftende, contrary to his commaundement: tor 
the execution of this his Maicſtics plealure herein, 
hee appoymed a Marſhall y who had diuers men,

for their deliucrie,8 hartie repentance for their faults: 
the dye ex:cution whereop kept rhem 13 fuch awe,thar 
you ſhould ſeldome after the hrit weeke, fee any of 
them our of order, 

A comfortable heating it is toa'!l C'riſtians, to ſce 
ſo vile a fiane reformed . God graunt vs all te follow 
like cxamples of well doinges: preſ-ruc our dread So= 
veratgne Lord King 1AMES, the Quceneythe Prince, 
and all thercſt of their Royall iſſue ; And ſenic this 
famous kingly Brother, a faire winde, and a tafe and 
pirafauc paſſage to lus deliresd Poit, Amem.
